The three negroes charged 
with murder were captured*, after a 
mob of 5,000 persons had driven them 
to tako refuse in St. Gabriel's church. 
The coolness of Father Thomas Burke 
pastor of tho church, who held, back 
the mob while police spirited away 
the negroes, is believed to have avert- 
ed a lynching that 
probably would 


have resulted in prolonged and seri- 
ous rioting. 


Barrett, a former policeman was 


killed during an argument which Bar- 
rett Is said to have precipitated by 
remarks made to three negroes. Bar- 
rett is said to have ordered the ne- 
groes to "get out" and to have knock- 
ed one of them down. The negroes 
charged with murder are Sam Hays, 
Harry Snow and Frank 
Gate-wood,, 


Barrett's friends gave chase to the 
negroes after he had fallen 
to 
the 


street 
with 
numerous 
fatal knife 


wounds In his body, 
and 
a crowd 


quickly joined. 
The negroes, terror 


stricken, entered St. Gabriel's church 
and* hid. one in the belfry, oru?, in the 
coufessional, and one on the sacristy. 
Tiie mob pounded at the church door. 


Father Burke climbed to a pew and 


shouted for silence. 


"What is this sacrilege?" he asked 


"Who are the rowdies that storm the 
house of God?" 
The mob

down and reiterated. A patrol wagon 
arrived. Father Burke then called to 
the terror strjcken 
negroes. ..

some persuasion, he induced them to 
come forth from hiding and they were 
removed thru a rear door, just as the 
mob gathered about the front doors of 
the church.
